More than 280 companies registered for the Virtual 
Trade Meeting between Aruba and Venezuela 
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THE number of Venezuelans illegally crossing the US-Mexico 
border has seen a significant decrease, nearly halving 
since deportation flights resumed last month. According to 
Customs and Border Patrol (CBP) statistics, there has been 
a 46% drop in arrivals of Venezuelans attempting to cross 
the border. 


In early October, the US government, under President Joe 
Biden, announced its intention to deport Venezuelans who 
were ineligible for asylum or temporary legal status. This 
move comes amid a larger migration crisis, with over seven 
million people having fled Venezuela in recent years. 


CBP figures released on Tuesday indicate that border agents 
apprehended 29,637 Venezuelans at the border last month, 
a considerable decline from the record high in September, 
which saw 54,833 apprehensions. Overall illegal entries 
along the southern border also decreased by 14% in 
October, dropping from nearly 219,000 in September. 


Deportation flights to Venezuela began on October 18, led by 
US Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE). Since then, 
hundreds of Venezuelans have been repatriated. Acting CBP 
Commissioner Troy Miller attributed the significant decline 


in Venezuelan illegal migrant detentions to the “resump- 
tion of removal flights,” emphasizing that these actions are 
consistent with delivering consequences for those crossing 
the border unlawfully. 


In September, the US government announced that approxi- 
mately 472,000 Venezuelans would be eligible for Temporary 
Protected Status (TPS) for 18 months. Those granted TPS 
status can work while awaiting the resolution of their asylum 
cases. 


The influx of Venezuelan migrants into various US cities, 
including New York, Denver, and Chicago, has become a 
politically contentious issue. Even some Democratic elected 
ofÏcials have criticized the Biden administration’s handling 
of the matter. New York City Mayor Eric Adams, for instance, 
blamed the federal government for insufÏcient assistance in 
accommodating and providing services for the newly arrived 
migrants. 


Venezuela’s economy, under the leadership of socialist 
President Nicolás Maduro since 2013, has collapsed, 
contributing to the mass migration of its citizens seeking 
better opportunities and living conditions elsewhere. 


Sharp Decline in Venezuelan Migrants at US-Mexico 
Border Following Resumption of Deportation Flights 
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CHINESE-CONTROLLED companies are gaining signif- 
icant influence over critical infrastructure projects in 
Colombia, raising concerns about Beijing’s growing impe- 
rial ambitions and its impact on the South American nation. 
Trade deals between China and Colombia from 2008 to 
2019, coupled with increased investments, have allowed 
Chinese state-owned corporations to secure projects, often 
with the support of regional elites and former President Ivan 
Duque’s administration. 


One noteworthy project is the Sol de Oriente proposal by 
China’s Small and Medium Business Corporation (CVCC), 
aiming to transform Colombia into a major Chinese ware- 
house in America. This project envisions a tax-free trade 
zone with 25,000 warehouses, a seaport, and an airport on 
the Caribbean coast. However, three other Chinese-backed 
port projects in Uraba are pending approval. 


The construction of a port in the Gulf of Tribuga, backed by 
elites from Antioquia and Choco, aims to establish a direct 
naval route between Uraba and China. Despite previous 
government efforts to develop this project, it has faced 
setbacks and changes in direction. 


Chinese companies are also involved in major highway proj- 
ects, such as the Autopistas al Mar 2, connecting Medellin 


to ports in Uraba. The China Harbour Engineering Company 
(CHEC) and local partners won the bid for this 254-kilometer 
highway. However, reports indicate a significant number of 
Chinese workers involved in the project. 
The ports and highways facilitate the export of gold mined 
by the Chinese company Zijin Mining Gold in Buritica. Zijin’s 
operations faced strikes and criticism for allegedly priori- 
tizing Chinese workers over locals. 


China’s engagement extends to other sectors, including oil 
and gas, where Setco, a Chinese engineering firm, signed a 
contract to build a gas pipeline. Additionally, Chinese corpo- 
rations are involved in hydroelectric dams, including the 
controversial project by China Three Gorges Corporation in 
the Atrato River. 


Concerns about China’s influence in Colombia also extend 
to solar energy projects, such as those involving Trina 
Solar Energy, and significant infrastructure projects like 
the Bogota Metro Line 1, where China Harbour Engineering 
Company leads a consortium. 


These developments underscore the need for transparency 
and scrutiny in assessing the extent of Chinese influence on 
Colombia’s critical infrastructure and its implications for the 
nation’s economic and geopolitical landscape.

WHAT could be a historic meteorological milestone, the 
Netherlands is on track to experience its wettest year since 
records began in 1906, according to the Royal Netherlands 
Meteorological Institute (KNMI). As of Tuesday, the KNMI 
reported that this year’s rainfall is rapidly approaching the 
current record of 1,109 millimeters set in 1998, with expec- 
tations that 2023 could surpass it, reaching approximately 
1,079 mm. 


The country has already encountered four periods of unusu- 
ally high rainfall throughout the year, coupled with one 
exceptionally dry period in June. Notably, January, spring, 
July-August, and the ongoing October-November period 
have all witnessed precipitation levels exceeding the norm. 
The KNMI warns that the current wet weather pattern is 
anticipated to persist at least until November 28, with daily 
precipitation probabilities fluctuating between 60 to 90 
percent. 
The institute attributes these changing weather patterns to 
climate change, noting that Dutch summers are becoming 
drier while winters are growing wetter. However, the extent 
of this transformation varies among climate models. 
Approximately half of the models indicate a more pronounced 
increase in winter precipitation compared to the decrease in 
summer, while the remaining models suggest the opposite 
trend. 


The Netherlands, historically known for its rainfall, has 
seen a substantial increase over the past century. About a 
hundred years ago, the country received an annual average 
of 700 millimeters of rain. Today, that figure has risen to 
around 850 mm, marking a 20 percent surge in rainfall. This 
notable shift underscores the tangible impact of climate 
change on the region’s precipitation patterns. 


As the country contends with the prospect of breaking its 
longstanding rainfall record, meteorologists emphasize the 


importance of monitoring December’s precipitation levels, 
as exceeding the average could solidify 2023 as the wettest 
year in Dutch history. The ongoing climatic shifts pose chal- 
lenges for the nation, necessitating a continuous assess- 
ment of how changing weather patterns may influence daily 
life and regional ecosystems. 


Netherlands Braces for Wettest 
Year on Record as Rainfall Soars 
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A surprising turn of events, plans to reduce operations at 
Schiphol Airport have been postponed for another year. 
Acting Minister of Infrastructure, Mark Harbers, had to with- 
draw part of his plan following pressure from the United 
States and Canada, along with a letter from the European 
Commission. Harbers sent a letter to the Dutch Parliament 
on Tuesday explaining the decision. 


Over the past year, the minister faced legal battles against 
airlines opposing the shrinkage plans. Despite these chal- 
lenges, the reduction plan was eventually approved, with 
the maximum number of flights at Schiphol set to decrease 
from 500,000 to 460,000 in the coming year and later to 
452,000. 


Recent international unrest resurfaced regarding the 
Schiphol reduction after the allocation of flight slots for 
the upcoming year. Due to the shrinkage, only airlines with 
historical rights would be eligible for a spot at Schiphol. 
This resulted in JetBlue, the American airline, losing the 
opportunity to fly to Schiphol next summer. In response, 
JetBlue urged the US government to restrict KLM’s access 
to American airports. 


Harbers noted in the parliamentary letter that the United 
States and Canada expressed concerns about the reduc- 
tion plan, labeling it unjust, discriminatory, and distorting 
competition. 


Another reason for postponing the reduction is a letter from 
the European Commissioner for Transport Adina-Ioana 
Vălean, received by the Dutch Ministry of Infrastructure. 
Vălean raised serious concerns about not following the 
balanced approach procedure, stating that the EU rules 
require the correct sequence of steps to reduce noise. 
Airlines should have the chance to achieve this in ways other 
than reducing flights, a consistent critique from airlines. 


Harbers mentioned in the letter that the decision to defer the 
reduction for the coming year is “a bitter pill for the commu- 
nity.” However, he emphasized that the government remains 
committed to restoring the balance between Schiphol and 
its surroundings. 


The reduction plan also included a significant limitation on 
the number of night flights. Since this aspect is now on hold, 
Harbers has asked KLM to minimize noise disturbance by 
deploying the quietest planes for nighttime flights starting 
March 2024. 


Schiphol, fully owned by the government, expressed disap- 
pointment in a statement, stating that the reduction of 
flights was not a goal in itself, but it provided clarity for resi- 
dents. The airport emphasized the need for reduced incon- 
venience for residents, emphasizing the importance of night 
closure, a ban on private flights, and restrictions on the 
noisiest planes. 


Schiphol’s Shrinkage Plans Deferred for 
Another Year Amid US and EU Pressure

WITH just one week left until the elections, the latest seat 
polls from EenVandaag and Ipsos show stability among the 
top three parties, with no changes for the VVD, NSC, and 
GroenLinks-PvdA. However, the BBB party experienced a 
setback, losing three seats, bringing its total to 9 (-3). 
The VVD maintains its leading position with 28 seats, while 
Nieuw SociaalSocialct (NSC) holds steady at 26 seats, and 
GroenLinks-PvdA gains one seat, reaching a total of 23. 
Despite this apparent stability, the upcoming week remains 
crucial, as only 40% of voters are entirely certain of their 
choice just eight days before the elections. 


Little Movement in Major Parties 
Despite increased media attention on the elections, there 
is minimal movement among the major parties. The top 
contenders have maintained relative stability for several 
weeks, although GroenLinks-PvdA is gradually closing the 
gap with the VVD and NSC. 
The PVV, positioned behind these three parties, maintains its 
standing with 17 seats in the polls conducted partly before 
the last RTL debate. 


BBB Faces Further Decline 
In contrast, BBB faces a notable decline. The party, which 
held the lead in seat polls with 30 seats in April following 
the Provincial state elections, is now on a downward trajec- 


tory. Just ahead of the parliamentary elections, BBB loses 
an additional three seats, bringing its total to 9 seats. 


Criticism is mounting against BBB leaders, with concerns 
raised about the perceived wavering stance of leader 
Caroline van der Plas in debates and criticism of the visibility 
of prime ministerial candidate Mona Keijzer. 


D66 and CDA Struggle 
Despite the dwindling time, the newly appointed leaders of 
D66 and CDA have not been able to reverse their parties’ 
fortunes. D66, led by Rob Jetten, is at 9 seats, the same 
as BBB, while Henri Bontenbal’s CDA remains at 4 seats, 
continuing its challenging position. 
As the elections draw near, uncertainty prevails among 
voters, with only 40% completely certain of their choices. 
This percentage is slightly lower than the corresponding 
period before the previous parliamentary elections in March 
2021. 


D66 voters appear particularly uncertain, with only 30% 
expressing complete certainty about their choice. This pres- 
ents an opportunity for GroenLinks-PvdA to attract voters 
from the D66 camp. 
As the election landscape remains unpredictable, the next 
week could witness shifts that impact the outcome. 


Dutch Political Landscape Shifts as 
BBB Loses Ground in Latest Polls 
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AN eagerly anticipated event, former 
heavyweight

formidable heavyweights, with Wilder 
often regarded as one of the most 
devastating punchers in the history of 
the heavyweight division. 
Adding to the star-studded card, 
Dmitry Bivol is set to defend his WBA 
light heavyweight title against Lyndon 
Arthur. Bivol, ESPN’s Fighter of the 
Year for 2022, looks to maintain his 
momentum following notable wins over 
Canelo Alvarez and Gilberto Ramirez.

This created an opportunity for Saudi 
ofÏcials to curate a stacked card 
featuring the third- and fourth-ranked 
heavyweights. 


Joshua, currently ESPN’s No. 4 heavy- 
weight, comes into the event with 
recent victories, including a seventh- 
round knockout of Robert Helenius. 
Wilder, with a 43-2-1 record, boasts a 
powerful return, securing a first-round 
knockout against Helenius last October.

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AS the NFL season progresses, a glaring contrast between 
the AFC and NFC playoff races has pundits and fans alike 
questioning the current conference structure. In a recent 
analysis by NFL writer Charles McDonald, the AFC emerges 
as a powerhouse, boasting a robust collection of playoff- 
caliber teams led by franchise quarterbacks. On the flip side, 
the NFC appears to be struggling to match the talent and 
quality seen in its counterpart. 


The AFC, with its depth of postseason contenders, is home to 
a fierce competition among several teams, including those 
quarterbacked by the likes of C.J. Stroud, Joe Burrow, and 
Josh Allen. The article points out that these are the quar- 
terback talents fans want to see in the playoffs.

Examining the projected 2024 draft order, the NFC domi- 
nates the top 10, further highlighting the conference’s 
struggles compared to the AFC. The article suggests a 
potential solution: a reevaluation of the playoff structure or 
even conference reshufÒing to ensure the most competitive 
teams, especially those with top quarterbacks, make it to 
the postseason.

Disparity in NFL Playoff Races Sparks 
Calls for Conference Reshuffling 
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A groundbreaking move, Emma Hayes, the accomplished 
manager of Chelsea women’s team, has ofÏcially been 
named the new head coach of the United States women’s 
national team (USWNT). The announcement comes with a 
record deal that extends through 2027, making Hayes the 
highest-paid women’s soccer coach globally, as confirmed 
by the U.S. Soccer Federation. 


Sources reveal that Hayes’ salary is expected to be on par, 
if not equal, to that of U.S. men’s national team manager 
Gregg Berhalter, whose annual earnings amount to $1.6 
million, with bonuses factoring into the equation for both 
coaches. Importantly, the significant compensation is seen 
as a reflection of what was necessary to lure Hayes away 
from her successful tenure at Chelsea, rather than an adher- 
ence to equal pay principles. 


Expressing her excitement about the opportunity, Hayes 
stated, “This is a huge honor to be given the opportunity to 
coach the most incredible team in world football history.” 


She acknowledged the work needed to achieve consistent 
success at the highest levels and emphasized the dedica- 
tion, devotion, and collaboration required from players, 
staff, and the U.S. Soccer Federation. 


Hayes will ofÏcially assume her role as USWNT manager at 
the conclusion of Chelsea’s season in May. In the interim, 
Twila Kilgore will continue in her role as interim manager 
and eventually transition to a full-time assistant on Hayes’ 
staff. 
The move to secure Hayes as the head coach is consid- 
ered a strategic decision aimed at the long-term success 
of the USWNT. Despite the six-month delay until she takes 
over full-time, U.S. Soccer believes that Hayes’ leadership 
and coaching acumen will significantly contribute to the 
program’s future achievements. 


With Hayes on board, the USWNT looks forward to preparing 
for the 2024 Summer Olympic Games in Paris. The federa- 
tion insists that the hire reflects a commitment to the team’s 
sustained success, and discussions between U.S. Soccer and 
Chelsea are ongoing regarding the extent of Hayes’ involve- 
ment in the coming months. 


Emma Hayes brings a wealth of experience, having led 
Chelsea to multiple titles during her 12-year stint, making 
her a coveted asset in women’s soccer. The recruitment 
of Hayes stands as a significant coup for U.S. Soccer, with 
expectations running high for her to continue the legacy of 
the USWNT’s success on the global stage.

A dramatic turn of events, the price of gold (XAU/USD) 
experienced a notable upswing following the release of 
softer-than-expected US Consumer Price Index (CPI) data 
for October. The monthly headline CPI exhibited no growth 
against the anticipated 0.1% rise, while core inflation rose 
by a slower-than-expected 0.2%, compared to the previous 
reading of 0.3%. On an annual basis, headline inflation soft- 
ened to 3.2%, falling short of the consensus of 3.3% and 
the 3.7% recorded in September. Similarly, core CPI decel- 
erated nominally to 4.0%, in contrast to estimates and the 
prior reading of 4.0%. 


The precious metal’s surge coincided with a decline in 
the US Dollar, as the Federal Reserve (Fed) contemplates 
a neutral monetary policy outlook. Despite the commit- 
ment to bringing inflation down to 2%, the Fed remains 
cautious, signaling a readiness to raise rates further if infla- 
tion persists. 


Richmond Fed Bank President Thomas Barkin acknowl- 
edged progress on inflation but expressed skepticism about 
a smooth path to the 2% target. Barkin cautioned that more 
actions are needed to curb demand and inflation, under- 
lining the Fed’s commitment to addressing economic chal- 
lenges. 


The decline in US inflation figures has prompted a surge in 


gold prices, reaching nearly $1,960. The market reaction 
reflects the anticipation that the Fed may not strongly advo- 
cate for additional interest rate hikes, given the nominal 
decline in inflation. This sentiment is bolstered by the odds 
presented by the CME Group Fedwatch tool, indicating a 
15% chance of a rate increase at the December meeting 
and a 25% chance in January 2024. 


As Fed Chair Jerome Powell and colleagues remain uncer- 
tain about the adequacy of current interest rates in control- 
ling inflation, investors eagerly await speeches from Fed 
policymakers Michael Barr and Austan Goolsbee. The US 
Dollar Index (DXY) plunged to near 104.80 amid expecta- 
tions that the Fed may halt interest rate hikes, while 10-year 
US Treasury yields plummeted to around 4.48%. 


While the bullion appeal has strengthened with the softer 
inflation report, geopolitical tensions in the Middle East have 
not significantly escalated. Gold’s technical analysis indi- 
cates a strong recovery, surpassing $1,960, driven by the 
substantial decline in headline inflation data. Investors are 
also keeping a close eye on the upcoming monthly US Retail 
Sales data for October, with expectations of a contraction in 
consumer spending. 
In this dynamic economic landscape, gold’s trajectory is 
intricately linked to evolving inflationary patterns and the 
Federal Reserve’s nuanced approach to interest rates.
